At the close of 1876 how wore 78 
rural school sections and one vi 
section in existence, an increase for the 
year of four sections. In each of these 
recently formed sections school honses 
are in course of erection, and will, I 
trust, be completed before the close of 
the summer vacation.

The edifices erected in school sections 
12 and 17 Rawdon, and 12, Hunting- 
don, are a credit not only to the locals | 
tits in which they are, but to the hake | 
Riding. To the latter section now be- 
longs ihe honor of having the best rural 
school house in North Hastings. 

Since the enactment of the Schegl. 
Law of 1871 fifty school housés have 
been built in the Inspectorate, and the 
value of school property has, sinec 1872, 
increased almost 100 percent. Such a 
reéord is extremely creditable, 

SCHLOOL GROUNDS, 

Since my last report waa laid before 
you I have been pleased to notice that 
a few Loards of Trustees and teachers 
have commenced the decoration of their 
school grounds with treea and shrubs, 
In this matter the Stirling School Board 
has set an example which will, I trust, 
be emulated by'many. In School - See- 
tion No. 8, (Wellman’s Corners) Raw- 
don, the commencement made ia grati- 
fying. School premises can, with little 
expense, be inale more home-like than 
the majority now are. Where this is 
tone pupils will manifest more pleasure 
in attending school. Is it a wonder 
that children reared in homes in which | 
cleanliness prevails, and in which evi- 
dences of culture and refinement are 
manifest, dislike to spend six hours 
daily in a place that is frequently dirty, 
dingy, uncomfortably seated, void of 
ornament, and the surroundings of 
which are, in many cases, positively re- 
pulsive? Do we not expect too much 
when we look for contentment on the | 
part of the pupils? Is not occasional 
truancy natural under the circumstances!

AGRICULTURAL, CONTINTED. | 
We have already declared, and we 
now repeat, our settled conviction that 
that portion of the County which lies | 
between the limestono escarpment at 
Hog Lake and the northern boundary | 
of Limerick township is not suitable | 
for the growth of wheat, and that over 
the greater portion of this area grain of 
any description cannot be grown at 4 
profit, except in a few favoured locali- 
ties. This does not arise from the poor- 
ness of the soil. The feldspar of the 
~ Laurentian rocks, when decomposed, 
affords a soil rich in all the essential 


, Clements of plant-food. Potash, -soda, 


lime, silica, and alumina are its eqnatit- 
uents, all of which are required for the 
support of vegetation, the iron pyrites 
which exists in abundance supplies sul- 
phuric acid by its decomposition, and 
that important stimulant of vegetable 
growth, phosphoric acid, exists in a 
plentiful measure, as witness the exten- 
sive deposits of natural or mineral 
phosphate of lime, which is mined in 
many places for export to Europe, where 
it is used instead of bones for making 
superphosphate for manuring the land. 

The true reason is that the soil over 
the greater portion of the area in ques- 
tion is too scanty—the rock lies too 
hear to the surface, and the face of the 
country is #0 uneven thet in a ten-acre 
field, while you may have a few patches 
where the soil is two fect or more in 
depth, it will not be more than as many 
inches over the greater portion. When 
the forest which covers such land is 
cleared off, and the surface broken up, 
and the naked earth exposed to the 
action of the atmospheric vicissitudes, 
the heat of the sun soon reduces the 
outer layer to powder—to dust, the 
winds sweep it off the exposed parts, 
and the sudden and heavy rains of sum- 
met wash away not the soluble part 
only, but the solid matter also, and de- 
posit it in the lower places where it was 
not needed. Add to this that much of 
the land is too uneven for cultivation : 
and even where it lies level enough for 
the plough, a groat deal of it isso stony 
as to break a man's back fo remove the 
rocks, and his heart to contemplate the 
labour he has before him. 

And yet this district, which offers 
such poor encouragement to the hus- 
bandman, affords unsurpassed advan- 
tages for grazing, stock-raising, and 
dairy purposes. The soil, composed of 
the ingredients we have enumerated, 
when suffered to clothe itself with its 
native grasses affords a pasturage which 
gives a richness and flavour, both to 
the meat and the milk of the animals 
which feed upon it, that we look for in 
vain in the similar productions of the 
farms which lie upon the Trenton lime- 
stone. The Honourable Robert Read,

The fears entertained in the city in 
regard to trouble on the 12th of July,

But with one accord the city accuses its 
Chief Magistrate of wilful neglect of 
duty.

ings as those which held our city under 
control, and certainly the mob would 
not have had the distinguished part of 
heing the arbitrators of our city’s honor 
for even a few hours.

The murdered man's name is Thomas 
L. Hackett, and had been in the employ 
of McKillop & Co's Commercial Agency, 
aa city re , for about two years. 
He hailed from the North of Ireland, 
was 4 total abstainer, and a member of 
Christ Church Cathedral. He wore no 
emblems, and appears to have’ been of 
an exceedingly quiet disposition, but 
sesing a gentleman set upon by the 
mob bravely rushed to his help. 

Shortly before the fatal shooting 
affray, Mr. F.C. Henshaw, son of the 
well-known citizen Mr. F. W. Henshaw, 
rushed into the crowd to rescue a man 
whom the roughs had down and were- 
kicking to death, near Dunn's store. 
Mr. Henshaw, who is a powerful youn 
man, pulled back a rough, the principa 
assailant, whereupon several turned on 
him and he was in a moment struggling 
in a crowd of probably over a hundred. 
He thought he would scarcely get out 
alive, but struck out as well as he could, 
and while he received numberless blows 
from the rowdies he also left his mark 
on several of them. Fortunately the 
attack on him enabled the unfortunate 
young man whom he had rushed in to | 

| rescue to escape in the meanwhile. 
Mr. Henshaw was forced up Dunn's

As far as 
can be learned ten or fifteen young men, 
ali English-speaking, con in 
front of the gate, where one of the ygl- 
unteers was posted, and attempted to 
force their way in. Two other members 
of the guard came hastily to the relief 
of their comrade. In the meanwhile 
McKeown seize! the sentinel’s bayonet 
and while struggling to wrest the wea- 
pon from the volunteer received a wound 
through the left side of his chest, from 
the effect of which he died in ten min- 
utes. Tho layonct penetrated tho 
shoulder, but the wound did not bleed. 
The guard who inflicted the wound be- 
longs to the 65th Kegiment. He isa 
French Canadian, probsbly of Irish de- 
scent, for hie name is Fitzpatrick,and is 
18 years old.

Greenhouse and Window Plants. 


Plante set out of dours for the sammer are 
apt to suffer from neglect. It would con- 
duce greatly to their health to prepare « 
place for them, a mere frame of oonie AS 
wide as the height of the pote: pot dewn a 
layer of coal ashes ea which to set the plants, 
and then, having put in the pete to allow 
each plant enfficient room, fill in between 
them with cyal astexs.

Then, being shaded, aud the 
greund moist, the planta grow rapidly, and 
need not he trodden out when. the corn 
ie cut. If peas or buckwheat are sown, 
two drills may be made for each corn row. 


Porators,—Early potatoes should still be 
protected against the beetle. Late potatoes 
must necessarily be closely looked to, leat 
the late broods destroy them. The present 
season has proved the advantage of stimulat- 
ing the growth by fertilizers and eulti vation, 
and also the usefuliness of hamdl-picking the 
beetles when they first appear. <A trial of 
many “‘pest-poisens,” has convinced us of the 
superiority of Paris green mixed with flour 
or water. All these are poisunous, aad if

mots. This is affected by “ stock-farm- 
ing.” Thousands of cattle, and hue 
dreds of thousands of sheep are annual- 
ly raised on these upland farms, only 
a comparative few of which are fattened 
upon their native pastures, the great 
taajority being sold as year-olds and 
two-yearolds at Falkirk Tryst, Stag- 
shaw bank, the Cow Hill fair at New- 
castle-upon-Tyne, or some other of the 
Great cattle-fairs which are held at stat- 
od times at various places throughout 
the country, at which farmers, graziers, 
dealers and butchers attend to buy or 
ee oe red needs or 
conveniences. 

But this style of business cannot be 
successfully carried on without the em- 
ployment of skill, knowledge, and 
above all, eapital; amd the profitable 
application of these three economic el- 
cenante requires a rather extensive area 
for their exercise. Yt cannot be done 
on farms of fifty, 2 hundred or two- 
hundred acres. The farms in Britain, 
to which we have alluded, range from 
five or six hundred to ten thousand 
acres, or even more, and the farmers 
are for the most part men of substance, 
and some of them being large capital- 


ista, who reside in the low-land dis- 


tricts, or in some of the cities or towns, 
and pay periodical visits to their, farna, 
which are managed for them by confi- 
dential stewards or shepherds. 

In the absence of such a class, which 
does not exist in this country, this busi- 
nesa, if carried on at all, must be con- 
ducted on the joint-stock principle. 
Farmers can combine as Dairymen and 
Grangers, why should they not combine 
ax Graziers and Stock-raisers! The law 
as it stands affords every facility for the 
formation of such combinations, and if 
they should require still moro special 
advantages, the Government and the 
Legislature would not be slow to grant 
them anything in reason. In this way 
a number of furmers could casily sc- 
quire « sufficient extent of land by pur- 
chase or lease to enable them to estab- 


‘lish and carry on the business of stock- 


raising on a scale extensive enough to 
be remuanerative ; and they will get it 
more readily that their occupancy needs 
not interfere with mining rights or min- 


operations. 

That this is the true direction in which 
to seek for the profitable occupation of 
the extensive region in which the Lau- 
rentian rocks come to the surface, there 
are many convineing proofs. The ex- 
cellent feeding qualities of the pasture 
grass, the abundance of pure, clean 
water, the sufficiency of woods for 
shade in summer, and shelter in storms, 
the great and incressing demand for 
mileh cows for dairy purposes, and the

no longer have cause to envy their 
hitherto-eateemed more fortunate breth- 
ren whose lot is cast in the agricultural 
rather than in the pastoral district of 
Ontario.
